_ " . PROFICIENCY PAY. 
- Are the general public aware that 
soldiers are being docked of .their 
pay because their health has suffered 
in the way? Is it realized that this 
matter has been brought to the 
notice of the Government'and that 
redress has been. coldly refused? 
The facts are simple. Men who are 
thoroughly trained soldiers, so certi- 
fied by their commanding officers, 
are entitled to draw additional pay, 
known ‘as ” proficiency— pay.” Re 
cently there has been a reclassifica- 
tion of the men ‘so entitled. The 
result Kas been that in certain 
cases thorocghly trained "soldiers, 
actually serving, have been refused 
this pay, on the ground that they are 
not physically “efficient.” The re- 
fusal might be defensible, though it 
would be harsh, were the disqualifica- 
tion caused by constitutional weak- 
ness or ordinary. illness. But the 
War Office do not confine it to such 


cases. They are actually refusing 
proficiency pay to met whose in- 


ae 


ddifferent health is directlysdte™ to 


illnesa contracted in the trenches, or 
even to wounds inflicted by the 
eremy. If these men‘ cannot stand 
the required tests; if they cannot do 
a route march of ten miles in march- 
ing order; if they are classed 
medically below the Bl. stacdard, 
they can no longer qualify for this 
pay. ‘Observe; that the reason why 
they. cannot co so is that they have 
suffered, and are suffering for the 
country. We can hardly imagine 
a@ more cruel or amore stupid in- 
justice. The Government cannot 
plead ignerance of the consequences 
of the reclassification... Lieutenant- 
Colonel Archer-Shee recently asked 
the Secretary. of State for War whe- 
ther he was aware of them, and 
whether he would direct that Regula- 
tion prejudicing these men should 
be so interpreted zs to remove 
their grievance. He was answered 
by the Financial Secretary to the War 
Office in the hardest official manner, 
All that Sir Archibald Williamssa 
had to say was that physical efficiency 
is among the essential conditions for 
proficiency pay, and that he tegretted 
no relaxation could be permitted. 
We do not interd to allow this crying 
scandal to be stified by official an- 
swers. As the bureavcrats who owe

In Mr. Matthews’ view this develop- 
ment of a racial consciousness in the 
East is of more moment for the 
future world-history than any 
other-fact in the world to-day. While 
in a military.sense China presents nb 
menace to the world, her impotence 
nevertheless constitutes a very real 
danger, taken in conjunction with the 
rise of the power of her neighbour 
Japan. As the writer observes, 
throughout the Peace settlement 
Japan stood ever. against China. in 
the dispute over the Shantung 
problem. But the failure on the part 
of the European Allies and America 
to recognise the equality of Asiatics 
with the white races threw up into 
stark relief against the sky the 
tremendous racial issue. 

As the result of the war, Mr. 
Matthews points out, four out of the 
five remaining Empires of the
